handsome, basket of American Beauty 
roses. 

The guests then seated themselves 
on the hillside which formed a natural 
amphitheatre about the platform from 
which Mr. Wood delivered his address 
|of welcome. This was responded to by 
Miss Irene Duffy, a member of the Cos- 
mopolitan club, who is employed in the 
wool shop of the Wood mill. 

Miss Emily Butler sang an original 
song composed for the occasion by Mar- 
tin Fay and community singing was led 
by Mrs. Dorice Bowen. Several boxing 
and wrestling bouts were staged and 
more community singing completed the 
formal program. 


Abundnat refreshments consisting of 
cheese,, ham and tongue sandwiches, 
pickles, cake, ice cream, coffee and 
watermelon were served from the two 
large refreshment tents. Tanks of ice 
water and lemonade were placed at con- 
venient intervals about the field. 


A mammoth tent had been erected 
with a fine floor for dancing and this 
pastime was enjoyed to music furnished 
by Laurette’s Jazz orchestra until the 
return trip was made to Lawrence 
shortly before six o'clock. 

Mr. Wood's address was as follows: 

“My young friends: 

“You have indeed given me a great 
pleasure in accepting my invitation to 
come here as my guests. I am glad to see 
you all, and I give you a hearty and 
cordial welcome. 

“IT have asked you to come so that I 
might get acquainted with you, one and 
all. Where people are working together 
with the same purpose, as we are ,to build 
up a great and useful industry, I think 
they ought to meet and know each other. 
I am especially glad to meet you of the 
younger generation, to stimulate in you a 
personal interest in the great enterprise 
which your fathers have aided so much 
in building up. 


“IT want you all to know and realize 
the full meaning of the fact that our in- 
terests are one; that whatever hurts one 
of us hurts the rest; that whatever helps 
one helps the rest. If you and [ do not 
work together, or if we disagree, we in- 
jure our own interests, because we in- 
jure the interests of the community with 
which our own welfare is bound up. 

“So if anyone attacks our company 
and does injury to its business or its 
reputation, such a person “attacks and 
injures every worker in the company. 

“IT hope you will always feel in the 
years we are associated together that 


| you have a friend in me, and that you will 


always feel confident that I will do the 
very best that lies within my power to 
safeguard the interests of my fellow- 
workers.” 


Sixteen hundred weavers employed 
by the American Woolen company 
were entertained Saturday afternoon by 
President William M. Wood at ‘“‘Ar- 
den” in Shawsheen village. 

President Wood delivered an address 
dealing with the textile industry after 
which a program of boxing and wrestling 
bouts and music was enjoyed. 

Ignatius McNulty was the chairman 
of the occasion and introduced the var- 
ious numbers. 

Following the completion of the pro- 
gram, bountiful refreshments were served 
by Caterer A. P. Weigel and dancing 
was enjoyed to the music of the Cosmo- 
politan Jazz orchestra. 

Mr. Wood’s address was as follows: 
‘Ladies and Gentlemen and Fellow- 
workers: 

“IT am delighted to see you here. It 
was very good of you to come, and I wel- 
come you in the most cordial way. 

“IT want to explain to you all who 
have been such ‘true blue’ friends of our 
company and of myself in our recent 
troubles, why it has been necessary to 
cut down the running time of our mills, 
and why we cannot be absolutely sure to 
continue even the present hours of run- 
ning. 

“Our first curtailment was caused by 
the railroad congestion. We could not 
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Monday and Tuesday, July 5-6 


deliver our goods. We were piling up 
thousands of pieces, and of course we 
could not continue to do so indefinitely. 
Some mills shut down entirely, and per- 
haps we ought to have done so, but we 
did not propose to do this if it could pos- 
sibly be avoided. Instead, therefore, 
we have been running on a shortened 
schedule. 


“But just as the railroad situation has 
been clearing up, and our goods were 
beginning to be delivered, we have had a 
lot of our orders cancelled. In some 

cases our customers are even refusing to 

accept goods which have been made for 
them, though more of the cancellations 
apply to orders for goods which have not 
yet been manufactured. 

“Of course, no company can go on 
manufacturing goods in the face of such 
asituation. It would not be prudent; it 
would not be business. We cannot con- 
trol the cloth market. We have got to 
take the situation as we find it.- We dis- 
like either to shut down the mills or to 
run on short time, especially in view of 
the loyal way in which all our employees 
have stood by us. But no company can 
run its mills if it cannot sell its goods. 
You will see, therefore, why we cannot 
guarantee that even the present sched- 
ule of three to five days will surely be 
continued; for I am sorry to say the pros- 
pect seems to be growing a bit worse 
rather than better. 

“It may be that the vacation shut- 
down this year will have to come in July 
rather than August. The management 
have this matter under consideration 
and will decide it shortly. 

“Just what has* brought about this 
situation no one seems to be able to 
state. Opinions differ. Many believe 
that it is due to the curtailment of credit 
of the merchants and manufacturers by 
the banks. We earnestly hope that the 
present situation will not be long con- 
tinued. We believe that the industrial 
situation is essentially sound but that 
production has not yet caught up with 
the shortage of cloth which was created 
by the war. We sincerely hope that.we 
have seen the worst of it. 

“But whatever has caused the present 
situation, ‘its embarrassments have been 
very much increased and accentuate ed by 
the proceedings of the Department of 
Justice against this Company, and es- 
pecially by the newspaper interviews 
which Government officials have given 
out in connection with these proceed- 
ings. What these officials have given 
out to the newspapers has tended to 
shake public confidence not merely in our 
own company but in the whole industry. 
The charges which the Government have 
made against the American Company 
are charges equally against the entire 
woolen and worsted industry; for the 
prices which we have charged for cloth 
are not greater, indeed, on the whole, 
are somewhat less, than those charged 
by the other mills. But the public very 
naturally have taken these charges more 
seriously than the facts warrant. They 
have become convinced that the woolen 
and worsted mills were‘ really charging 
too much for their cloth. 

“Apparently the buyers of our cloth 
have been influenced by these news- 
paper articles or have felt that they were 


justified in taking advantage of them. 


This, we believe, is the real reason for 
the cancellation of orders. 

“The result is a hardship on the 
woolen and worsted mills of the coun- 
try. But the hardship bears even more 
heavily on the workers in the industry; 
not only the 40,000 employees in our own 
mills, but upon the nitlions depending 
for their livelihood on this industry in 


New England and throughout the 
eountry. 
“The situation which these —prosecu- 


tions have brought about is so serious 
for'us all that I think | am warranted in 
stating some facts in connection with 
them. 

“T believe that our workers and the 
public as well, should know that when 
we were computing prices for our goods 
last January, I asked the Department of 
Justice to join in our conference and 
lend its assistance in determining what 
would be fair prices for our goods. I 
wired Assistant Attorney General Figg, 
then in charge of price regulation, asking 
him to come on for that purpose. He 
said he could not, so I invited him to 
send a representative. 

“The man he sent had not the slightest 
knowledge of or familiarity with the 
manufacture of cloth. He was in no way 
competent to assist us and did not pre- 
tend to be. He said he did not know 
whether our prices were reasonable or 
not, and that he cquid not either ap- 
prove or criticise, but that we could go 
ahead and fix our prices as we saw fit and 
if they were too high the Department 
would prosecute. 

“We therefore fixed our prices in the 
usual way, according to our conscientious 
judgment, as to what would be fair. 
Generally speaking, our prices were 
lowerer than those of our competitors. 

“T think it not only fair, but tmpor- 
tant as well, that our employees and the 
public should know something about the 
recent proceedings. The indictment has 
nothing to do with cloth which we have 
manufactured or of which we fixed the 
price during the present year. Although 
the Department of Justice had our books 
under examination for months, they 
apparently have found nothing to com- 
plain of in this respect. 

“The indictment covers fourteen 
trivial sales of cloth consisting of odds 
and ends, defective and returned pieces, 
all manufactured last year, and which, 
being on our hands in January of this 
year, we then sold at current market 
rates — with proper discounts, of course 
for imperfections 

“The complaint is, therefore, that 
when we sold, last January, goods which 
we manufactured a year ago, we 
them at the current prices of last Janu- 
ary instead «! prices which prevailed |ast 
year. 

“The clan of the Government is, as | 
understand it. that while it may be quite 
proper for us to sell cloth which we m:: 
ufactured this year, at say $4.00 a y: ‘fd 
it was a crime for us to sell at $4.00 a 


sold 


yard exactly the same cloth which we 
manufactured last year. They say that 
although we were selling cloth manu- 
factured this year at $4.00, we ought to 
have sold exactly the same cloth which 
happened to be manufactured last year, 
at less than $4.00. 

“T do not impugn the motives of the 
Department of Justice. I assume that 
its officials have proceeded in entirely 
good faith to correct what everyone ad- 
mits to be a serious evil; but I think it 
ought to be clear by this time that pro- 
ceedings of this kind are not the wisest 
way to meet the problem which con- 
fronts us. They do not help the situa- 
tion. They hurt it. They do not ac- 
complish the desired result. They de- 
feat the very purpose which the Gov- 
ernment has in mind. 

“What we need is increased produc- 
tion. We need to replace the World 
War’s destruction of staple commodi- 
ties. We get nowhere by making 
charges and calling each other hard 
names. What is needed is that Govern- 
ment officials work together with the 
merchants and manufacturers, —har- 
moniously, with mutual respect and 
friendly co-operation, with patience and 
cool heads. 

“Government officials should remem- 
ber that they do not monopolize the 
country’s patriotism. Merchants, man- 
ufacturers and laborers, who hold no 
office, are just as good patriots as if they 
were Government officials. They may 
love their country just as devotedly as 
these officials do, and they are likely to be 
just as anxious as these officials are to 
serve the public interests. The great 
masses of our merchants and manufac- 
facturers and workers are not dishonest 
and are not criminals. They do not de- 
serve to be treated as public enemies or 
to be held up to public disgrace by indict- 
ment or official denouncement in news- 
papers. 

“I believe, — indeed, I know — that 
our manufacturers and merchants have 
earnestly desired to co-operate with the 
Government in an effort to reduce the 
high cost of living, but that hitherto 
their assistance has either been entirely 
rejected, or, if it has been accepted, it 
has been with reluctance and cold sus- 
picion. 

“Isn’t it about time to change this 
way of dealing with the situation? Why 
should not the Government now try 
friendly co-operation with the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of the coun- 
try, instead of prosecution? Why 
should not the Government work to- 
gether with us all to see if we can not do 
something together in the public inter- 
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Thirty-five hundred employees in the 
over-spinning and drawing departments 
of the mills of the American Woolen 
Company were the guests at “Arden” 
Thursday afternoon. 

An address was made by President 
William M. Wood similar in purport to 
that delivered to the gathering on Sat- 
urday of last week. Songs, boxing and 
wrestling matches and comedy stunts 
made up the entertainment. 

Refreshments were served and danc- 
ing was enjoyed, music being furnished 
by the Cosmopolitan Jazz orchestra of 
forty-five pieces.

€ation, for Americanization, and. for 
the relief of human suffering, but how- 
ever elaborate their machinery all of 
them will come to naught which are not 
saturated with the neighborly spirit. 
These programs can be made truly 
effective only when supplimented by 
personal interest, the kindly word and 
the friendly act. Although the League 
of Nations is not a perfect instrument, 
yet if it contains an international spirit 
of good-will, it contains the germ of 
something which will contribute to a 
better world and the United States will 
lose more by staying out of it than by 
entering it. 

Love expressed in kindliness and good- 
will is what will save humanity and 
make a new world, Mr. Wheelock in 
closing congratulated the members’ of 
the fraternal orders in having so power- 
ful a weapon for the saving of humanity 
and exhorted them to remember the 
story of the good Samaritan and go 
and do likewise.

[tis not necessary to call the attention 
of Townsman readers to the different 
attitudes exhibited toward some of the 
recent political issues by the two leading 
party conventions.

The writer can recall when the 
average bricklayer |.id almost five times 
as many bricks as he does today, and 
laid them willingly and gladly because 
it increased his carning power, and 
guaranteed to him promotion and con- 
sideration from his employer, ultimately 
leading to a foremanship or even to an 
opportunity to become a contractor 
himself. What is true of the bricklayer 
is true of all the other classes of building 
employees who have now gotten into 
the position where they so dominate the 
building industry that we are getting few 
new buildings constructed. When the 
attitude of these particular groups is 
thoroughly understood by the men who 
are having a lot of trouble in securing 
homes, leading undoubtedly to a con- 
gestion this next winter unheard of, and 
never believed to be possible, we may 
get not only the force of the landlord 
bearing upon the situation, but the 
enormously powerful force of those who 
would like to be tenants.

The last annual report of the bu- 
reau of standards states that members 
of the bureau’s staff have developed 
very successful methods of communi- 
cating with submerged submarines by 
radio-telegraphy.

We was made of the. 
same clay as most Americans 
who have won high leadership and, 
like them, he cut his teeth on the 
crust of poverty. Only four or five 
of our presidents came from poorer 
homes than our first president and he 
had less schooling than four-fifths of 
his sucecassors. He was, in fact, the 
only president in the first forty years 
who was without a college education. 
Not starting to school until eight, he 
had to leave at fourteen to go to work. 
Thenceforth until the Revolution the 
woods and fields were his only school- 
room and life his only schoolmaster. 

We never can truly understand this 
man if we start with the mistaken idea 
that he was the product of wealth and 
aristocracy. His people really were 
only a plain, though always highly re- 
spectable family, giving on the out- 
skirts.g@f the cavalier castle which set 
up its’ manors in the James river 
region, George’s own father, who at

one time had been a sailing captain 
in the trade with the mother coun- 
try, left his wife and children at his 
death five thousand acres of land, 
more or less unproductive; twenty- 
two slaves, a slender purse and a lean 
larder. 

While at Mt. Vernon, which his old- 
est brother, Lawrence, had inherited, 
he learned the simple rudiments of 
surveying, and Lord Fairfax, who lfved 
nearby, employed him to surve, 4a 
vast estate in the Valley of Virginia. 

In his young manhood Washington 
found his “inclinations strongly bent 
to arms.” To softer arms than those 
of Mars the young militarist also was 
inclined. 

Prying posterity finds him at six- 
teen pining for a mysterious “lowland 
beauty,” who would not have the pen- 
niless surveyor. He received also by 
his. own. confession.a.“cruel sentence” 
from a “Miss Betsy,” and afterward 
was rejected by Miss Phillipse of New 
York. At last the oft-disappointed 
wooer came to the White House on 
the Pamunkey, and once more he lost 
his heart. The mistress of the manor, 
Mrs. Martha Dandridge Custis, was 
wise enough to keep it, being a widow 
of seven years, the mother of two 
fatherless children, the owner of large 
estates. 

When flying embers from the war 
fields of Europe ignited the savage 
forests of the New World, Washing- 
ton was a militia major, and he was 
dispatched on a mission to the Ohio, 
a perilous journey of ten weeks 
through a wintry desolation. The 
next year he went again with a band 
of soldiers, for now the Seven Years’ 
war had spread to America. His cam- 
paign was hardly a glorious failure, 
but he reported tuat he liked to hear 
the bullets “whistle. 

Now General Braddock came to 
scorn the colonial breed while he 
showed them how British regulars 
fought in proper, soldierly formation. 
The undrilled red children of the for- 
est stubbornly refusing to fight on the 
European plan, Braddock fell amid his 
panic-stricken troops on the Mononga- 
hela. At the head of his grave in the 
wilderness the prayers for ‘the dead 
were read by Colonel Washington. 

Although Washingten had: won no 

hattles, he had made a most important 
conquest. When the Seven Years’ war 
came he was still an Englishman, and

HE choice of Washington to be 

commander in chief of the Revo- 
lution is one of the mysterious but 
happy accidents of history. Nothing 
in the deeds of this militia colonel, 
who had lost every fight that he had 
fought, pointed him out as the one 
and only man to meet the armies of 
the greatest empire in the world. Noth- 
ing in the ‘words of this farmer, 
who never made a speech, inspired 
the congress at Philadelphia. to turn 
to him by unanimous consent as the 
leader of the yopng nation. Yet 
Patrick Henry testified that this si- 


‘lent member was “the greatest man” 


in an assemblage which Lord Chat-

ham declared never had its superior 
anywhere in history. 

As he went to the front, he met a 
courier on a lathered horse, bearing 
the dreadful news of Bunker Hill. “Did 
the militia fight?” was all he wished 
to know. “Yes.” “Then the liberties 
of the country are safe.” Although it 
is said that Washington never in his 
life read but one book on the art of 
war, he knew that if the people would 
only stand up to the king’s regulars, 
they could lose every battle and still 
defeat an enemy who was 3,000 miles 
from his base. 

The Revolution was not won by the 
sword of Washington, but by his in- 
domitable character. It was his char- 
acter, slowly built up, by poverty and 
struggle, which had given him from 
the start the leadership over men 
who talked more; yes, and who knew 
more. 

The invinciblé fortitude of a people; 
heroically embodied in him, overthrew 
the king’s army and navy and his 
Hessians. The unconquerable spirit 
of the 3,000 hunted, hungering, shiv- 
ering, ragged Continentals of Valley 
Forge wrested from the British crown 
an empire greater than all the con- 
quests made by Napoleon’s grand 
army. 

At the last, as the Americans leaped 
those last hurdles to independence, the 
British redoubts at Yorktown, Wash- 
ington only said: “The work is done 
and well done. Bring me my horse.” 

The war was over, but the noblest 
victory was yet to come. Having re- 
ceived the surrender sword of Corn- 
wallis, Washington surrendered his 
own, unstained by personal ambition, 
to the people who had entrusted it to 
him and went back to his farm, from 
which he was called to become the 
first president of the republic. 

No president has been more bitterly 
abused than the first. His cabinet 
quarreled until Jefferson, his secretary 
of state. resigned, and his next secre- 
tary, Edmund Randolph, basely be- 
trayed him. His vice president, John 
Adams, called him “an old mutton 
head,” who had “not been found out 
only because he kept his mouth shut.” 
“Treacherous in private friendship and 
a hypocrite in public life,” Thomas 
Paine pronounced him. Because he re- 
fused to take the side of revolutionary 
France, “10,000 persons in the streets 
of Philadelphia"—then the capital— 
“threatened to drag Washington out 
of his house.” John Adams tells us. 

Notwithstanding the outbursts of 
partisanship, he retained the confi- 
dence of the country to the last, when 
the people at the inauguration of his 
successor followed the retiring prest- 
dent into the street. and left the new 
president all but deserted. The long 
task of the homesick exile from Mount 
Vernon was done. He had found the 
Union a theory and he had left it a 
fact. He had found the United States 
paper and he had left it a rock.

SCHOOLGIRL complained that 

American history was so “littered 
up with Adamses” that she couldn't 
tell one from the other. Yet this most 
distinguished family in our national 
biography lived in America one hun- 
dred and fifty years before it broke 
into fame. 

When the engagement was an- 
nounced of John Adams of Braintree, 
Mass., to the daughter of Parson 
Smith of the adjoining town of Wey- 
mouth, people were shocked that Abby 
should marry so beneath her station. 
Was she not a Quincy and a Norton? 
And John, the son.of a small farmer, 
was put down to fourteenth place 
among his twenty-four classmates, 
when Harvard catalogues were made 
up according to social rank. After 
that he taught school in Worcester to 
get enough money to study law, and 
the strictest of the Puritans looked 
on lawyers as ungodly.: 

Father-in-Law Smith was game, and 
tradition says that he preached down

his gossiping parishioners from this 
well-chosen text: “John came neither 
eating bread nor drinking wine, and 
ye say he hath a devil!” 

Although she never went to school, 
this parson’s daughter was by long 
odds the cleverest in the entire line of 
our president’s wives, her published 
letters forming a delightfully human 
document in our too often unhuman 


history. When John joined the fathers | 


of the republic in the great work of 
setting up the most masculine govern- 
ment the world ever saw, this mother 
of the republic had to stay home to 
rock the cradle, cook and patch for 
four litthe Adamses’ and to ta nd the 


farm. Milking and churning, knitting 
and darning, teaching and praying, 


toiling and saving, she supported the 
family, inspired her husband in his 


progress to the presidency, and reared | 


a son to follow in the father’s foot- 
steps...To, Abigail Adams alone be- 


longs the glory of having heen the wife | 


of one president and the mother of 
another. 

In the war, it fell to Adams to do 
picket duty in Europe. Congress sent 
him to France with a thoughtful warn- 
ing to put in the bottom of his dis- 
patch bag plenty of lead or stone or 
other weighty substance to sink his 
papers. For his own neck no protec- 
tion was proposed in event of the 
British eapturing a signer of the rebel 
manifesto of July 4, 1776. Neverthe- 
less, he took with him on the perilous 
trip his ten-year-old son, John Quincy. 

On the next voyage, he carried not 
only John Quincy, but also his second 
son, and they were shipwrecked off the 
coast of Spain. 

After five long, anxious years of sep- 
aration from hushand and children, the 
mother herself sailed to Europe, and 
the pioneer American woman to ap- 
pear at the Court of St. James was 
Abigail, the farmerette of Braintree. 
Her presentation costume, according 
to her own description, was white lute- 
string “covered with white crepe, fes- 
tooned with lilac ribbon and mock- 
point lace, over a hoop of enormous 
extent, and with a narrow train three 
yards long; also ruffle cuffs, treble 
lace ruffles and dress cap, with long 
lace lappets and two white plumes.” 

“You will be stared at a great deal,” 
the Duke of Dorset kindly warned the 
Adamses. On the contrary, every back 


in the court circle was turned upon 


the Yankee rebels and Queen Charlotte 
received Abigail with “contempt and 
scorn.” 

A man can defend himself always. 
as Abigail’s husband did right man- 
fully when it fell to him to be the first 
independent American to stand before 
the throne of England. George III 
venturing to infer from his supposed 
dislike of France, a preference for 
Sngland, his one-time subject frankly 
corrected the king: “I must avow to 
your majesty that I have no: attach- 
ment but to my own country.”

ROBABLY John Adams was the 

unhappiest man who ever sat in 
the presidential chair. One of a dozen 
unwanted presidents, who were taken 
only because the men that were want- 
ed could not be elected, this humble 
role embittered all the remaining days 
of the proudest man in the line of our 
chief magistrates. 

It was hard enough for Adams to 
be the understudy even of George 
Washington, while serving as vice 
president. When he became president 
it was maddening to his ego that he 
should be expected to play second fid- 
dle to Alexander Hamilton, the mas- 
ter spirit of the old governing class, 
left over from colonial times and 
which controlled the Federalist party. 

The president made the fatal mis- 
take of keeping Washington's cabinet,

which really had passed under the 
control of Hamilton, who presumed to 
direct the new administration, very 
much as a Tammany boss puts a Tam- 
manv mayor through his paces. As 
Adams never had succeeded in ruling 
himself it was impossible for another 
to rule him. 

Like aristocracies everywhere, the 
Federalists were thrown into a state 
of panic by the French revolution and 
by the rise of the Jeffersonian democ- 
racy in our yet aristocratic republic. 
In their alarm they frantically rushed 
through congress the alien and sedi- 
tion acts, which became only mill- 
stones about their necks, sinking their 
party forever. Not satisfied with 
shutting the revolution out of the New 
World, many of them were for join- 
ing the monarchical coalition against it 
in the Old World. In an uproarious 


| quarrel with the absurd French direc- 


tory, the militia was called out and 
Washington summoned to.command it, 
after which the president astonished 
the jingoes by suddenly throwing them 
over and returning to a pacifie policy. 

As he had been the first minister 
to England, John Adams was also the 
first president to take up his residence 
in Washington. As Mrs. Adams had 
been the wife of the first American 


envoy in London she was also the first | 


mistress of the White House, if for 
only a few months. On the way from 
Philadelphia she and the president 
lost their trail in the wilderness until 
a “straggling black” came to their as- 
sistance. 

The capitol was yet unfinished, and 
out of a desolate bog, far off, the un- 
finished White House rose to view. 
There was neither a fence nor a tree 
about the structure, and the presi- 
dent’s nearest neighbor dwelt half a 
mile away. Mrs. Adams had a hard 


time to get wood enough to keep her | 
family warm in the big, bleak man- | 


sion, and she smiles at us still as her 
letters tell us of how she hung her 
washing to dry in the great east room. 

After sitting at his desk until mid- 


night hastily signing appointments, to |

out of Washington at the dawning of 
the day of Jefferson's inauguration. 
He had no smiles t) bestow on the

After his brave, good helpmeet had 
been taken from him, he lived on 
eight years more, live to see what no 
other ex-president has seen, a son in 
the White House. At ninety, as he 
lay dying in the sunset of the fiftieth 
Fourth of July, we are told that his 
thoughts turned to the first and most 
glorious Fourth and that his lips mur- 
mured “Thomas Jefferson still sur- 
vives.” The author of the Declaration 
really had died a few hours before, 
and in their 
spirits of the two old patriots of '76 
were strangely united again.

begins with full knowledge that a deficit 
of upwards of one billion of dollars at 
least stares the nation in the face. 
bit surely to say the least that 
money has been saved and that what 
Congress did was to impair the efficiency 
of the Government. But in this town 
this week some 5000 clerks were made 
jobless. It is not just right to say that 
all of this large number were made 
“workless” for that would not be a 
true statement for many of them — and 
they can be counted by the hundred — 
were workless months and months and 
months ago. It has been a scandal here 
for a long time back, the army of clerks 
who were carried on the pay rolls but 
who did little or no work. Of all the 
barefaced schemes to get money under 
false pretenses this work and pay scheme 
of the war-time clerk was the worst on 
record. Why, in some bureats the chiefs 
had the audacity to tell the clerks that 
when visitors came in the room to pre- 
tend to look like working. And this ata 
time when the people have been taxed 
to the breaking point and then some. 
And to think that this has been going 
on and on while the officials who could 
stop it all just remained silent. But as 
the remark here nowadays is “there will 
soon be a change” the taxpayers may 
be thankful that the buildings are re- 
maining on the ground. The next ad- 
ministration will have plenty to do in 
this financial sea to straighten out and 
it was ever thus. It surely has been the 
high cost of Government during this 
past seven years, war or no war. But 
the exodus is on this week fora certainty 
and it took the Congress no end of 
trouble and work to so adjust things as 
to bring about some relief. The effi- 
ciency of the Government would be 
still further enhanced if more thousands 
were discharged. Time willeadjust this 
phase. Uncle Sam wants the best clerks 
that he can get in his employ, but un- 
fortunately he has had too many thou- 
sands of useless and pretty things in 
his employ. They have taken them- 
selves seriously and have been spoiled for 
all future work for any one at all. Fine 
salaries for an hour or two of chair- 
warming a day, with thirty days sick 
and thirty days vacation with pay 
proved too much. They took the whole 
day off every day while the folks back 
home paid the bills in the shape of war 
taxes Tor almost everything ‘except 
wind. 

With the discharge of thousands of 
the clerks not a few of the bureaus in 
the city are going through a reorgani- 
zation — but it will all be for the good of 
the service. Where bureaus or depart- 
ments have needed more help in true 
business style it has been given to such 
bureaus and departments. The Govern- 
ment is a growing institution and always 
will be on the increase. It never will be- 
come a small man in busines’ again. 
But this does not mean extravagance 
as has been so pronounced during the 
years of the past half dozen or so. 

The War Department bureaus are in 
great confusion. This is due no doubt to 
the discharge of so many clerks, yet 
there has been time aplenty for the com- 
plete reorganization without so much 
as a ripple. But such is not the case. 
It is a fact that on the first of July the 
Army Reorganization Act becomes 
effective yet some of the officials in the 
War Department evidently think it 
means July 1, 1921. There is even a 
lack of proper instructions for the cor- 
rect methods of putting the new orders 
iito effect. The War Department may 
be suid to be upset. This is a mild way 
of putting it at that. The law states 
that July 1 is the date for the changes to 
| go into effect but it is not noticeable at 
lall whether this has been made real: 
Of course the mere minor details as to 
discharges and transfers have been at- 
tended to, but the large 
real estate, motor transport, transpor- 
tation, construction services remain 
without change thus far. The chief of 
finance is without instructions as to the 
, character and extent of his new duties. 
|The confusion all tends to retard and 
| delay important Government work. It 
was the intent of the Congress that the 
| Reorganization Act should become op- 
lerative in its entirety July 1. But the 
Overman Act is in operation and re- 
/ports have it that this act will be fol- 
| lowed rather than the new war act of re- 
organization. Tt will not satisfy the 
feountry that play of the War Depart-

lof war. That game has been played 
| about long enough. It will be rather 
difficult to say that what the War De- 
partment does now is emergency war 
legislation.

Good Work Done by Knitters During 
the War Has Given Impetus to 
New Movement. 

What wag accomplished by the vast 
volunteer army of knitters during the 
war is one of the creditable facts in 
the history of the world upheaval 
through which civilization hag been 
passing, says the St. Louis Globe Dem- 
ocrat. But for the millions of devoted 
women who kept the needles flying the 
horrors of the trenches would have 
been still more frightful and deadly. 
The achievements of the knitters have 
suggested the organization in New 
York of a society for the revival of 
home industry and domestic art. Its 
first move is to gather all the spinning 
wheels within reach and look up prac 
tical instructors in the use of a house- 
hold implement that had become but 
an antique piece of furniture. Man- 
kind needs weavers as well as plow- 
men, and spinning at home is one of 
the oldest forms of industry. In the 
cabins of American pioneers the spin- 
ning wheel was a necessity, and kept 
busy in what, by a stretch of imagi- 
nation, were called spare hours. Those 
were the days of homespun textiles 
because often no others were to be

Captain Philips, writing from Brit- 
ish Ruanda, in the Tanganyika terri- 
tory, states he has shot a specimen of 
an hitherto unidentified species of 
duiker. The animal is about the size 
of a large goat, and is known as an 
eppo or empuyi by the natives, to 
whom it is in a way sacred as being 
the totem-beast of Musinga, the now 
reigning chief or mwami of the coun- 
try of Ruanda, over the greater part 
of which a mandate was _ recently 
given to Belgium by the peace con- 
ference. 

The eppo lives in the bamboo forests 
of Mount Sabino and other mountain 
forests, and seldom comes into open 
country. It often takes refuge in the 
low and broad forks of large trees. 
The creature has a stumpy tall, oribi 
horns, and marsh hooves; in color it 
is a rufous black, and has a bright 
yellow stripe along about half of its 
backbone. In the case of the present 
specimen, which was, apparently, 
healthy, part of the back was nearly 
bald of hair.—London Times.

Canada’s Water Power. 

It has been estimated by engineers 
that the available water power In 
Canada, both developed and undevel- 
oped, Is capahte of generating 18,832,- 
000 horsepower, of which 7,398,160 
horsepower are available in populated 
areas, 

The utilization of this water pow- 
er is rapidly increasing. During last 
year the installation of plants was 
completed with a fotal of 64,400 horse- 
power. Developments now under con- 
struction will produce 370,000 horse- 
power; and projects contemplated for 
the near future will add 750,000 horse- 
power. The waterpowers fn Canada 
already developed have a capacity of 
2.400.000 horsepower. The “white 
coal,” that for ages had heen running 
to waste, is now being made to turn 
the wheels of industry and to light 
Canada’s streets and dwellings.
